The Senate rejected an attempt 
by Senator Henry of Bates County 
to re-enact the old dramshop laws 
in so far as they affected the li- 
censing of places to sell liquor. Un- 
der his amendment licenses would 
have been issued by the county 
courts in counties and by an excise 
commissioner in St. Louis on peti- 
tion of two-thirds of the property 
Owners of the block in which the 
place was to be located. 

In meny respects its effect was 
the same as that of the Donnelly 
amendment, the _principal differ- 
ence being that it wrote into the 
State law the requirements for the 
issuing of licenses by the local au- 
thorities, while the Donnelly 
amendment would simply require 
that local regulations be met be- 
fore a license could be issued by 
the State. St. Louis Senators 
joined with enough from the rural

He explained the request was made 
“because I feel that those Senators 
who are of the Democratic party 
should be most interested in carry- 
ing out the desires of the President 
to secure a comprehensive public 
works program, and the action of 
your committee has crippled the 
public works program more than 
most people suspect.” 

Can’t Answer Briggs Says. 

Senator Briggs said he was un- 
able to answer Col. Miller’s request. 
_.. “I have never heard — Senator 
express himself on these bills except 
in executive sessions of the com- 
miteee,” Senator Briggs said, “and 
I am not at liberty to disclose any- 
thing which occurred in an exec- 
utive session. 

“As to Col. Millers request for 
suggfestions as to amendments to 
the bills, I have nothmg to offer. 
The bills have been voted out of the 
committee with the recommenda- 
tion that they do not pass, and no 
amendriients could be considered 
unless the Senate should decide to 
override the committee and take the 
bills up for action.” 

Three of the four bilis in the 
Governor's gfoup were killed by 
this committee in executive sessiqn 
last week.

Besides considering the RFC 
loans, the committee discussed the 
scope of the legislation it will seek 
as a result of disclosures in its 
long banking and stock market in- 
vestigation.

Millionaire President of 
Family Bank.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Dec. 1— 
Richard B. Mellon, multi-million- 
aire, president of the Mellon Na- 
tional Bank and brother of An- 
drew W. Mellon, died at his home 
at 5:19 a. m. today. He was 75 
years old. 

The banker had been in ‘failing 
health for a month. Last Wednes- 


day his condition took a turn for 
the worse. 

He lapsed into unconsciousness 
several hours before ‘iis death. At 
his bedside were the wife, Mrs. 
Jennie King Mellon; a son, Richard 
K. Mellon, and a daughter, Mrs. 
Sarah Cordelia Scaife. 

Mr. Mellon, younger brother of 
the former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, helped to build the vast Mel- 
lon business em. wire centered 
around Pittsburgh. His last ap- 
pearance in the public notice was 
three weeks ago, when he asked 
the Federal Government to re-ex- 
amine his income tax report for 
1930. A payment of $18,951 was in 
dispute. The petition disclosed that 
he had had an income of $3,598,- 
931 for the year in question. 

Mr. Mellon was president or di- 
rector of more than 20 enterprises | 
besides his bank. He took many | 
of the business responsibilities of 
his older brother after Andrew was 
named to the Treasury post by the 
late Presiden€ Harding, and under 
his direction the vast interests of 
the brothers continued te expand. 

Mr. Melion was greatly interested 
in the new East Liberty Presby- 
terian Church now under construc- 
tion—an edifice which was his gift 
to the congregation with which he 
worshiped.

Drivers on residential 
routes will be paid $20 a week and 
10 per cent commission on business 
in excess of $150 a week. Men op- 
erating their own trucks will re 
ceive’ 35 per cent commission. Driv- 
ers for linen and towel supply 
firms will be paid $28 a week and 
3 per cent commission on business 
in excess of $1000 a month. The 
minimum for route superintendents 
is $32.50 a week, and for helpers 
$18. A 10-hour day and 50-hour 
week was specified. Differences 
arising during the life of the con- 
tract will be submitted to arbitra- 
tion. There are about 600 drivers. 

The drivers’ strike was -called 
Oct. 16 at five plants, which the 
men charged had refused to nego- 
tiate with the union. Two days 
later the 57 plants closed their 
doors, locking out inside werkers,

We recog- 
nize that there are many degrees 
of ‘inflation’ and that as yet the 
Government may be said to have 
inflated to a relatively slight de- 


gree. ‘ 
Fearful of Inflation. — 

“But we are convincéd that the 
Government policy is moving rapid- 
ly in the direction of an inflation 
of alarming proportions. This state- 
ment can only suggest the basis of 
our protest. 

“The chief danger of present de- 
velopments, however, is that they. 
point toward too much spending of 
a highly dangerous sort. People 
who get a dollar may come to feel 
they must spend it immediately, for 
fear it will be worth less tomorrow. 
Government borrowing from the 
banks for the sake of public ex- 
penditures or for the sake of tem- 
porarily financing private groups 
may become so large as to impair 
Federal credit and commercial 
bank safety far into the future.”

GRAIN PRICE-FIXING 
PLAN IN ARGENTINA 


Part of General Scheme to Per- 
mit the Peso to Depreciate 
to Its “Natural Level.”’ 


By the Associa Press. 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 1—Grain 
transaction ai prices under offi- 
etally-fixed minimums ceased: yes- 
terday at the instance of the Ar- 
gentine Government as a new grain 
board was organized to régulate 
transactions. 

Traders awaited results of the 
price-fixing scheme, inaugurated 
Wednesday with the partial remov- 
al of exchange control, and won- 
dered principally about the classifi- 
cations the Government wovld set 
for wheat, corn and flax, which it 
now controls. 

Opponents of inflation assailed 
the grain. price control edicts and 
the correlated plant to permit the 
Argentine peso to depreciate to its 
“natural level.” 

How Plan Is Expected to Work. 
The new grain board willbuy, on 
behalf of the Government, all ex- 
portable grain and sell it to export- 
ers for foréign currencies, which, 
in turn, will be auctioned.- A profit 
is expected after exporters have 
been compensated for losses sus- 
tained in the world market. 

Under the “free” exchange mar- 
ket system finance Minister de Pi- 
nedo expected a decline of about 20 
per cent in the value of the peso. 

The two projects are a part of 
the National Economic Restoration 
plan, which has also included agri- 
cultural aid projects, the thawing of 
frozen foreign bonds, and the re- 
funding of internal obligations. —

Waves Sweep’ Over Harbor Walls 
at Samsun, Destroy Houses 
and Flood City.

ISTANBUL,’ Turkey, Dec. 1.>— 
Seventeen persons were drowned, 
150 were missing and damage esti- 
mated at $225,000 was done at Sam- 
sun today in a storm which raged 
violently along the entire ‘Black 
Sea coast. 

Huge waves destroyed 57 fishing 
and motor boats, according to re- 
ports reaching here. Large sec- 
tions of the city of Samsun were 
under water.

None of the older nations which have found 
such a bank necessary bas been able to understand 
our failure to provide it. Other nations have learned 
that when the control over banking and credit is in 
the hands of individuals, they manipulate money and 
credit to ennich themselves, so ruining everybody else. 
This is precisely what happened in the United 
States in 1929. It is something that has happened in 
the United States time and again. Upon the last oc 
casion, its consequences were much more far-reaching |. 
than they have been hitherto. This was because the 
United States had become the leading creditor nation 
of the world. It was a‘ dangerous thing to all na 
tions for the United States to engage in that great 
speculative orgy which John Maynard Keynes Says | 
is chiefly responsible for our domestic depression. 
Human cupidity is the same everywhere. To tempt 
men in every nation, as we did, to make something 
for nothing, or to create wealth overnight, resulted 


There was no precedent in history for it. It is esti- 
mated that the cost to ourselves approximated 60 
billion dollars. What it cost the rest of the world 
will never be known. 

The depression from which we are just cineeatid 
marked the end of that era in which our unconscion- 
able financial ts could so disport themselves with 
other people’s*money. The revolt of the people at the 
polls last November expressed resentment of some 
thing which the masses only feebly understood. They 
understand it better now. As one man after another 
comes to the witness stand and tells his story, it 
becomes plainer to us all why the banking system 
broke down, why credit was destroyed and why 
paralysis seized upon every part of our industrial, 
commereial and agricultural structure. 

The special session of Congress attempted to ad- 
dress itself to this evil, but the time had not come. 
All such reforms are the consequence of realized er- 
ror, and the realization of what had happened in the 
United States was insufficient at the time of the 
special session. The money power which governed 
us had not yet Jost its hold upon either the Govern: 
ment or the mass psychology. It was impossible that 
it could do so witlin so short a time. We must re- 
call that the money. power in so great and so rich a 
nation is like the very blood that courses through the 
human body. There is not a part of the social fabric 
to which it does not penetrate. It controls our lives. 
It is our daily bread. It governs our thoughts. It 
stops our mouths. 

Such matters are the essence of what we call pol- 
itics. Not to play politics is never to avail ourselves 
of the strength of the masses. All government is a 
contest for their favor. The coalition which is in 
power at Washington has been playing politics in its 
contest with the money power.

IF THE COURTS FAIL—— 

Gov. Rolph’s indorsement of the San Jose lynch- 
ing was an emotional outburst, inexcusable in a man 
of his high official position. The censure it evoked 
was reassuring. Hope may have been inspired that 
the reaction, reflecting, as it did, the wide repudia- 
tion of mob violence, might counteract the unfor- 
tunate impression of the California executive’s un- 
reasoned utterance. But the cause of law and order, 
so well served by the popular reaction to Rolph’s 
championship of violence, has suffered a reverse in 
the verdict of the jury at St. Paul which acquitted 
the Touhy gang of the charge of kidnaping, inflicting 
the first defeat in the Federal Government’s cam- 
paign against this crime under the Lindbergh law 
after a number of notable victories. 

The sentiment expressed by Chief of Police Thomas 
Dahill of St. Paul may grieve the judicious, but that 
it awakes an echoing response in the homes of the 
country may not be doubted, and ought to be frank- 
ly recognized. “If this is the attitude juries take to- 
ward kidnapers,” he said, “I applaud San Jose citizens 
for taking justice into their own hands.” 

The Touhy gangsters, happily, were not turned 
loose by the acquittal to resume their profession of 
criminality.. They have yet to face another abduc- 
tion charge in Chicago, the victim of which was an 
important witness at St. Paul. Without anticipating 
the outcome of the Chicago case, it may fairly be said, 
we believe, that, along with the Touhy gang, our 
system of justice will be on trial.

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WEST VIRGINIA’S SIGNIFICANT ELECTION. 

From the standpoint of national policies, the most 
important élection since the inauguration of President 
Roosevelt was held, this week in the Third West Vir-. 
ginia Congressional District. The issue was the New 
Deal program; the youthful candidate who upheld 
it defeated a former Governor and Cabinet member. 

The result is all the more significant because of the 
political setting. While the vacancy was créated by 
the death of a Democratic Representative, that part 
of West Virginia until recently had been represented 
in the lower house of Congress only by Republicans. 
G. O. P. ledders realized the importance of the’ out- 
come in the special election and so obtained the nom- 
ination of a candidate who, they thought, would be 
exceptionally strong--former Gov. Howard M. Gore, a 
Secretary of Agriculture under President Coolidge. 

During the campaign, Mr. Gore went about the dis- 
trict’ vehemently attacking the New Deal. He ex- 
pressed disapproval of the NRA and the administra- 
tion’s monetary program, He sought the vote of World 
War soldiers by opposing the reduction of veterans’ 
compensation. He invited the support of the profes- 
sional patriots by criticising the recognition of Soviet 
Russia. He made a target of the double budget sys- 
tem. Andrew Edmiston Jr., his opponent, took the 
position that conditions have improved since the in- 
auguration of President Roosevelt, entitling the ad- 
j ministration tc continued support. 

In view of this clear-cut contest for a national of- 
fice, there is only one conclusion, and it merely 
confirms the impression to be-gained on every hand.

He went to the 
Pacific Coast in 1894 and took an 
interest in military affairs in Vic- 
éoria. He went overseas with the 
rank of Brigadier-General as com- 
mander of the Second Canadian In- 
fantry Brigade. In September, 1915, 
he was appointed commander of the 
First Canadian Division, a post he 
held until he e commander- 
in-chief of the Canadian Corps. 
Besides Lady Currie, he is sur- 
vived by one son, Garner Ormsby 
Currie, a student at McGill, and one 
daughter, Mrs. A. T. Galt Durford, 
wife of a Montreal architect. 

Sir Arthur’s career began as gun- 
ner in the Fifth Regiment, Cana- 
dian Garrison Artillery, in Victoria, 
B. C, He volunteered at the out- 
break of the war in 1914 and 
reached France the next year. 
For the work of his forces in the 
second battle of Ypres he was 
awarded the First Order of Knight- 
hood and the Companionship of the 
Bath. He was made a commander 
of the Legiof of Honor by the 
French Government. 

He took part in a number of im- 
portant battles—Regina Trench, 
Pys Le Sars, the Somme, and Vimy 
Ridge. He won new fame with 
the Canadian victory at Passchen- 
daele Ridge in October, 1917. Bei- 
gium made him a Grand Officer of 
the Order of the Crown, France be- 
stowed on him the Croix de Guerre 
palms, and King George 
raised him to the honor of Knight 


Commander. 


When he returned to Canada he 
became Inspector-General, the high- 
est military office under the Gov- 
ernment. He relinquished the posi- 
tion after seven months to become 
principal and vice-chancellor of Mc- 
Gill University. at Montreal.

the hope that the operation of the 
fund would prove as beneficial to 
the United States as the British 
fund had proved beneficial to Brit- 
ain. Concerning the British fund, 
the purpose of which is to control 
fluctuations in the pound. 
No Uncontrolled Inflation. 

“When the pound or franc rises 
or falls in terms of the dollar,” he 
said, “I never think of the franc as 
an ‘Indian rubber fraric,’ nor do I 
think of the pound as an ‘India 
rubber pound.’ 

“Likewise I do not think of the 
doliar, and no one has any reason 
to think of the dollar as an ‘India 
robber dollar,’ and just as I have 
no fear of uncontrolled inflation in 
Great Britain, I also have no fear 
of uncontrollecd inflation in the 
United States.” 

Speaking of the previous deval- 
uation of the franc and the pound, 
Bingham continued: 

“Recently the dollar has been de- 
valuated to about the extent the 
pound was devaluated, for the same 
reasons and for the same purposes 
and to practically the same extent 
and we hope and believe to the ben- 
efit of the United States. 

“Having seen the results of this 
policy initiated by France, pursued 
by Britain and now current in tlie 
United States, we need not be dis- 
turbed by the fulminations of that 
school of prophets who, still pre 
dict disaster in the face of experi- 
ence and incontrovertible facts.” 

“About two years ago, the Brit- 
ish Government set up an equaliza- 
tion fund now said to be in excess 
of £300,000,000 (about $1,450,000,000 
gold). ; 

“The purpose of this equalization 
fund was to buy and sell gold, 
francs, dollars and pounds as might 
seem beneficial to British finance 
and indusfry. 

“There was no hostility toward 
any other nation on the part of the 
British Government in establishing 
this equalization fund. 

“It was a wise measure, and the 
fund has been wisely and intelli- 
gently handled. ; 

“About a month ago, more than 
two years after the establishing of 
the British equalization fund, the 
Government of the United States 
established a similar fund, al- 
though not so large as the British 
fund. 

“It. was established in-the United 
States for the same general purpose 
as the British fund and is being 
operated in the same wise and in- 
telligent way. 

“T hope the operation of this sim- 
ilar equalization fund by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States will 
prove as beneficial to the United 
States as the operation for more 
than two years of a larger fund 
by the British Government has 
proved beneficial to Great Britain.” 

After outlining the upturn. of 
American industry in recent months 
he said: “In my judgment there 
will be sadness ahead for those who 
sell the United States short.”

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R. F. C. Examiner’s Report 
Says There Were Inex- 
cusable Failures on Part 
of Those Guiding Policies 


An inexcusable lack of discretion 


in those guiding the financial poli- 


cies of the Frisco Railroad in 1930 
and 1931 led directly to the receiv- 
ership last year, it is stated in the 
report of a railroad examiner for 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration, a large creditor of the 
Frisco. wa. 

The 108-page report, sketching 
the road’s financial history since 
1868 and discussing its present dif- 
ficulties, was presented to 65 large 
creditors considering reorganization 
plans at a recent meeting in Wash- 
ington. <As has been told, it re- 
ferred favorably to the suggestion 
of a merger of the Frisco and the 
Katy and made an assertion that 
the Frisco’s property was carried 
on its books at about $100,000,000 in 
excess of the true worth:

eral co-ordinator of transportation, 
has issued his general report. 
Receivership Inevitable. 

While charging lack of discretion, 
the examiner’s report goes on to 
say that a receivership was inevita- 
ble, regardless of what actions had 
or had not. been taken by the man- 
agement in recent years. 

“The receivership was directly 
precipitated,” it says, however, “by 
diversion of funds in 1930 to buy 
the Gulf, Texas & Western Rail- 
road and to buy stock in the Gulf, 
Mobile & Northern Railroad, by 
failure to provide reserves for pay- 
ment of 1931 dividends declared in 
November, 1930, and by a maturity 
of $9,342,000 in July, 1931. 

“The underlying causes, however, 
trace back to the 1900-09 period, 
when the railroad grossly over-ex- 
tended its debt-carrying capacity 
and to the reorganization’ of 1916, 
which increased the already exces- 
sive debt. The road’s earning ca- 
pacity is high and once the legacy 
from the financial mismanagement 
of 1900-09 is liquidated, the company 
should develop a strength second to 
that of no carrier west of the Mis- 
sissippi River.” 

In 1930 and 1931, the report says, 
the Frisco borrowed about $35,000,- 
000, a large part of which was for 
purposes of doubtful wisdom in the 
examiner’s opinion. 

Purchase of the Gulf, Texas & 
Western, a road which had been 
showing a deficit, for $1,800,000 
cash, and other expenditures for 
equipment necessitated a $10,000,- 
000 bond issue in October, 1930, the 
report continues. 

Dividends in 1930. 


“Then on Nov. 2, 1930, the board 
declared a year’s dividend on pre- 
ferred stock and a quarterly divi- 
dend on common. It is interesting 
to note that the month preceding 
the declaration was the last month 
in which earnings covered the pre- 
ferred dividend accrual and that in 
the first 10 months of the year in- 
come failed by $2,284,000 to cover 
common dividend accruals at the 
rate declared Nov. 2. 

“On Dec. 2, 1930, the board au- 
thorized the.» purchase of 25,000 
shares of Gulf, Mobile & Northern 
common at $37.50 a share. The 
purchases had been made from 
November, 1929, to April, 1930, after 


the Frisco had poured $14,000,000 }//' 


into the Pensacola Extension. 

“Tf it was the intention of di- 
rectors to acquire control of the 
property it would seem to reflect 
on the wisdom of the Pensacola 
project, and if control was not 
sought the purchase represented a 
most questionable diversion of 
funds during a period of falling 
revenues. 


“Thus in 1931, faced with a $4,- 
250,000 dividend liability and a ma- 
turity of $9,342,000, the company 
sold another $10,000,000 of bonds. 

“In 1931 earnings fell short of 
dividends by $7,514,000 and _ the 
company, entering 1932 in a pre- 
carious position, borrowed $8,995,- 
000 from the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation and the Railroad 
Credit Corporation.” 

Bringing the road’s. history of 
expansion and over-capitalization 
up to 1929, the report criticizes also 
the uses of an investment increase 
of about $71,000,000 after Federai 
control ended in 1921. It refers to 
a $14,000,000 investment in the Pen- 
sacola extension and a $10,500,000 
investment in 183,333 shares of Rock 
Island common stock “with a pres- 
ent market value of less than $1,- 
000,000.” ; 

In conclusion the report states 
emphatically “that the Frisco’s dif- 
ficulties are primarily the  out- 
growth of an unsound financial 
structure and secondarily the result 
of the depression.

Swarthmore Economists Urge 
Prompt Return to Gold Standard 


For Dollar ‘Not Necessarily of Former Gold 
Content’—Think Present Policy Tends 
Toward Dangerous Inflation. 


By the Associated Press. 

SWARTHMORE, Pa., Dec. 1— 
With a warning that President 
Roosevelt’s monetary policy is mov- 
ing toward inflation of “alarming 
proportions,” 11 social science pro- 
fessors of Swarthmore College urge 
immediate return to the gold stand-‘ 
ard “although not necessarily with 
a dollar of the former gold con- 
tent.” 

In a statement which they assert- 
ed was not “issued on behalf of 
Wall street, but on behalf of the 
small income receivers,” the pro- 
fessors said the present monetary 
policy of the national administra- 
tion would discredit its other pro- 

ams. 

“We believe in many of the poli- 
cies of the Government, both eco- 
nomic and non-economic,” the state- 
ment said. “We approve of many 
of the ends sought by advocates 
of the monetary policy. We recog- 
nize that there are many degrees 
of ‘inflation’ and that as yet the 
Government may be said to have 
inflated to a-relatively slight de- 
gree. 

/ Fearful of Inflation. 

“But we are convincéd that the 
Government policy is moving rapid- 
ly in the direction of an inflation 
of alarming proportions. This state- 
ment can only suggest the basis of 
our protest. 

“The chief danger of present de- 
velopments, however, is that they 
point toward too much spending of 
a highly dangerous sort. People 
who get a dollar may come to fee] 
they must spend it immediately, for 
fear it will be worth less tomorrow. 
Government borrowing from the 
banks for the sake of public ex- 
penditures or for the sake of tem- 
porarily financing private groups 
may become so large as to impair 
Federal credit and commercial 
bank safety far into the future.”

The old banking system in the United States has 
gone down much like the setting sun. It has left a 
red’ sky behind it, the cool and quiet of evening, and 
the solemnity of thought. 

Ours is the only nation of any consequence with- 
out a strong centra] bank owned by the Government 
for the purpose of unifying banking and controlling 
credit. None of the older nations which have found 
such a bank necessary has been able to understand 
our failure to provide it. Other nations have learned 
that when the control over banking and credit is in 
the hands of individuals, they manipulate money and 
credit to ennich themselves, so ruining everybody else. 

This is precisely what happened in the United 
States in 1929. It is something that has happened in 
the United States time and again. Upon the last oc- 
casion, its consequences were much more far-reaching 
than they have been hitherto. This was because the 
United StatesShad become the leading creditor nation 
of the world. It was a‘ dangerous thing to all na- 
tions for the Unitéd States to engage in that great 
speculative orgy which John Maynard Keynes says 
is chiefly responsible for our domestic depression. 
Human cupidity is the same everywhere. To tempt 
men in every nation, as we did, to make something 
for nothing, or to create wealth overnight, resulted 
in the paralysis of credit throughout the world. 
There was no precedent in history for it. It is esti- 
mated that the cost to ourselves approximated 60 
billion dollars. What it cost the rest of the world 
will never be known. 

The depression from which we are just emerging 
marked the end of that era in which our unconscion- 
able financial] giants could so disport themselves with 
other people’s*money. The revolt of the people at the 
polls last November expressed resentment of some 
thing which the masses only feebly understood. They 
understand it better now. As one man after another 
comes to the witness stand and tells his story, it 
becomes plainer to us all why the banking system 
broke down, why credit was destroyed and why 
paralysis seized upon every part of our industrial, 
commercial and agricultural structure. 

The special session of Congress attempted to ad- 
dress itself to this evil, but the time had not come. 
All such reforms are the consequence of realized er- 
ror, and the realization of what had happened in the 
United States was insufficient at the time of the 
special session. The money power which governed 
us had not yet Jost its hold upon either the Govern: 
ment or the mass psychology. It was impossible that 
it could do so within so short a time. We must re- 
call that the money. power in so great and so rich a 
nation is like the very blood that courses through the 
buman body. There is not a part of the social fabric 
to which it does not penetrate. It controls our lives. 
It is our daily bredd. It governs our thoughts. It 
stops our mouths. 

Such matters are the essence of what we call pol- 
itics. Not to play politics is never to avail ourselves 
of the strength of the masses. All government is a 
contest for their favor. The coalition which is in 
power at Washington has been playing politics in its 
contest with the money power.

What those men said under oath put the New Deal 
back on the front page in a hurry. It is there now. 
The money power is in doubt and confusion. It is still 
hopeful of victory, but nevertheless nursing its 
wounds somewhere back of the front page. As long 
as the bankers continue testifying to their own vil- 
lainy and greed, their unconcern either for the coun- 
try or for anyone else living in it, the best the money 
power can hope for is an occasional sortie upon the 
front page. This is the true Punch and Judy show 
of those who wrecked the country and now hope to 
buy it back at 10 cents on the dollar. 

This latter is the way in which many of our great 
American fortunes have been made. We have had 11 
depressions, and in each of them people such as the 
Mellons have stepped in and bought for a song. At 
a time when the national credit is stricken and the 
people are without cash, it is possible to Jay in bar- 
gains without end, te take over property, to acquire 
land, to amass all those things which create wealth. 
Of such is the kingdom of riches oftentimes made. 
We are s¢eing now how it operates, why the Presi- 
dent and his advisers are trying to save the people 
from an even more inequitable distribution of wealth 
than we have now. 

This is the explanation of the great offensive all 
over the United States against the new dollar. The 
money power does not want a new dollar. It wants 
the old dollar, because the old dollar ‘is the measuring 
stick of its possessions. A new dollar would be some- 
thing for all the people. Therefore, it is opposed by 
the advantaged few, who would indubitably lose by 
it. The issue is between the few and the many: 
whether the few are to surrender some part of their 
holdings, or the many are to have taken away from 
them-even that which they have. 

The next Congress will reflect the sober second 
thought of the New Deal. We know now what the 
trouble is. We know what the remedy is. We know 
who the enemy «is. We know the temper of the peo- 
ple. We know that never again will the United 
States let a.few men run off with what belongs to us 
all, to scatter other people’s money around willy- 
nilly, to drain off and fatten upon that wealth which 
should nourish the whole land. 

The Government must control banking. It must 
set up a central bank for that purpose. The Govern- 
ment must control credit. It must control specula- 
tion. It must control the value of the dollar. It 
must break up the old racket of first ruining the 
country and then buying it on the block. 

Not Wall Street, but the people, must govern 
America.

From the standpoint of national policies, the most 
important election since the inauguration of President 


ginia Congressional District. The issue was the New 
Deal program; the youthful candidate who upheld 
it defeated a former Governor and Cabinet member. 

The result is all the more significant because of the 
political setting. While the vacancy was created by 
the death of a Democratic Representative, that part 
of West Virginia until recently had been represented 
in the lower house of Congress only by Republicans. 
G. O. P. leAders realized the importance of the out- 
come in the special election and so obtained the nom- 
ination of a candidate who, they thought, would be 
exceptionally strong--former Gov.

During the campaign, Mr. Gore went about the dis- 
trict vehemently attacking the New Deal. He ex- 
pressed disapproval of the NRA and the administra- 
tion’s monetary program. He sought the vote of World 
War soldiers by opposing the reduction of veterans’ 
compensation. He invited the support of the profes- 
sional patriots by criticising the recognition of Soviet 
Russia. He made a target of the double budget sys- 
tem. Andrew Edmiston Jr., his opponent, took the 
position that conditions have improved since the in- 
auguration of President Roosevelt, entitling the ad- 
ministration te continued support. 

In view of this clear-cut contest for a national of- 
fice, there is only one conclusion, and it merely 
confirms the iznpression to be gained on every hand.

It shows clearly what voters in one congressional dis- 
trict think of the attacks of the Republican National 
Committee, and it leaves political wiseacres who 
sought to read a presidential rebuke into the New York 
City election high and dry and not very handsome. 
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PROGRESS OF MEMORIAL PLAZA. 

It is good hews for unemployed citizens-and for 
the entire city that the work of final grading and 
initial development of the Memorial Plaza will begin 
next week. The unemployed will benefit from the 
Civil Works Administration’s $100,500 grant, 97 per 
cent of which will go to the workers. Jobs will. be 
furnished for 317 men in all, and the work wil con- 
tinue until about Feb. 15. The city will benefit by 
elimination of an eyesore from a conspicuous down- 
town area, and its replacement by an attractive vista 
of grass, shrubs and flowers. Rasing of the ancient 
structures on the Plaza site left the seven-block site 
in a state of devastation. Its trausformation into a 
neat area of greenery and blooms is to be welcomed.

Under the Twenty-First Amendment 


fully understood that the twenty-first 

amendment does not merely repeal] the 
eighteenth. It contains a second section, 
which prohibits the importation or trans- 
portation of liquor into any state where the 
effect would be to violate the laws of that 
This prohibition has to be enforced 
by the Federal Government. 

The obligation will give rise to many com- 
plicated problems, There are, for example, 
11 states, containing about 20,000,000 people, 
which still have state constitutional prohi- 
bition. There are also about 17 more states 
which have statutory prohibition, though 
several of these are about to repeal their 
statutes. There are perhaps an additional 
45,000,000 people in these states. 

Thus, for a long time to come, the Federal 
Government will have to do what it can to 
stop all liquor from entering territory con- 
taining from one-sixth to one-half the popu- 
lation of the country. Nor is that all. In 
each state where liquor is legalized, the 
Federal Government is bound to do what it 
can to prevent anyone in another state from 
violating the liquor laws of the adjoining 
state. 

It is evident, then, that the liquor prob- 
lem does not, on Tuesday, cease to be a 
Federal problem. Each state becomes the 
judge as to whether and how liquor shall 
be sold within its boundaries. But whatever 
law any state decides upon, the Federal 
Government is bound to support at the state 
boundaries. 


| N THE wetter states, it is perhaps not 


The Federal problem would be relatively 
simple if all the dry states were in one well- 
defined region, all the strict control states 
in another, all the loose control in a third. 
That will not be the situation. The different 
kinds of state laws will be distributed hel- 
ter-skelter. Consequently, Federal enforce- 
ment might be confronted with four differ- 
ent duties on the four sides of any one state. 

Obviously, the attempt will have to be 
made to simplify: this business by attempt- 
ing to persuade states to adopt at least some 
kind of regional uniformity, But as long as 
we adhere to the principle of the twenty- 
first amendment, which is that each state 
may control liquor and that the Federal 
Government must help each state, the Fed- 
eral problem will take a lot of untangling. 

If we ask ourselves what is the essence 
of this Federal problem, this much at least 
is plain: The reason liquor will be illegally 
imported into states is that some people 
within the state will want the illegal liquor 
and liguor dealers outside the state will see 
a profit in supplying them. In other words, 
the motive of profit will be the force behind 
violation of the twenty-first amendment. if 
nobody could make a profit by selling liquor, 
there would be no effective incentive to 
violate the law. The thirsty man in a dry 
state would have to get his liquor by ap- 
pealing to the charity of a friend in a wet 
state. Nobody would have any other reason 
to help him, 

Now, of course, this way of putting it 
simply serves to illustrate a principle. In 
real life, nothing is so logically pure. But 
it does bring out a fundamental truth in 
this whole problem, which is that, im so far 
as you really wish to regulate liquor, you 


must deal with the profit incentive to break 
the law. Ideally, therefore, the manufacture 
and sale of liquor should be carried on with- 
out profit. Nobody should be any richer 
because he sold more liquor. There would 
then be no temptation to supply liquor in 
violation of any regulation which any com- 
munity chose to set up. 

For my own part, I am convinced that a 
permanent solution of the liquor pro }jgm 
is impossible except by taking the path 
which leads to the eradication of the motive 
of private profit. The liquor industry dif- 
fers from other industries in that its com- 
mercial expansion is not in the public in- 
terest. Generally speaking, though there are 
important exceptions, the continual increase 
of production of all kinds of goods means 
a continually higher standard of life. But 
the increased production of liquor would 
soon reach a point where it was a nuisance 
rather than a benefit, and the effort to sell 
the increase to the people would be distinct- 
ly undesirable. 

That was the essential evil of the old sa- 
loon. Senator Mastick of New York is sure- 
ly right when he says that the evil was not 
that men stood up at a bar instead of sit- 
ting down at a table, but “that the liquor 
business was trying at every turn to extend 
its sales and increase its profits, and to 
protect itself against regulation.” 

The effect of any liquor regulation is to 
reduce profits. The purpose of any regula- 
tion must naturally be to diminish consump- 
tion, that is, to reduce sales and therefore 
profits. Consequently, as long as the liquor 
industry is conducted for profit, there is 
bound to be a perpetual war between the 
regulators and the sellers for profit. Though 
it give pain to those who look forward to 
boom times in the liquor business, it has 
to be said that the only conclusive way to 
end that war is to kill the profit motive. 


Thérefore, it seems to me that those who 
would like to deal thoroughly with the liquor 
problem must give their attention to pro- 
posals based on the principle that the profit 
motive, rather than the persona) habits of 
drinkers, ie what needs to be dealt with. 
I realize well enough that there are many 
practical difficulties in the proposals to 
convert the manufacture and sale of liquor 
into a non-profit-making enterprise. But are 
the difficulties as great as the attempt to 
police a private profit-making industry at 
the state boundaries, and to control it with- 
in states by licenses? 

The question is worth serious consideration. 
Even if we should conclude that we are not 
ready to take the radical course of dealing 
with the profit motive, we shall know bet- 
ter what we are trying to do if we keep 
it in mind that the liquor problem, as a 
public matter, is how to regulate a private 
industry which naturally seeks to increase 
its profits by increasing its sales. 

So much is this the central problem that

SR ARTHUR CURRE 
OF CANADA DEES 


Commander of War Dominion 
Forces, Principal of McGill 
University. 


By the Associated Press. 

MONTREAL, Dec. 1—Sir Arthur 
Currie, commander-in-chief of the 
Canadian corps in France in the 
World War and principal since 1930 
of McGill University, died yester- 
day. He was 57 years old. 

He was taken to a hospital Nov. 
7 suffering from blockage of a 
blood vessel of the brain. Pneu- 
monia developed Sunday. 

Arthur William Currie was born 
in Napperton, Middlesex County, 


Ont., Oct. 5, 1875. He went to the 
Pacific Coast in 1894 and took an 
interest in military affairs in Vic- 
foria. He went overseas with the 
rank of Brigadier-General as com- 
mander of the Second Canadian In- 
fantry Brigade. In September, 1915, 
he was appointed commander of the 
First Canadian Division, a post he 
held until he became commander- 
in-chief of the Canadian Corps. 
Besides Lady Currie, he is sur- 
vived by one son, Garner Ormsby 
Currie, a student at McGill, and one 
daughter, Mrs. A. T. Galt Durford, 
wife of a Montreal architect. 

Sir Arthur’s career began as gun- 
ner in the Fifth Regiment, Cana- 
dian Garrison Artillery, in Victoria, 
B. C, He volunteered at the out- 
break of the war in 1914 and 
reached France the next year. 
For the work of his forces in the 
second battle of Ypres he was 
awarded the First Order of Knight- 
hood and the Companionship of the 
Bath. He was made a commander 
of the Legiofi of Honor by the 
French Government. 

He took part in a number of im- 
portant battles—Regina Trench, 
Pys Le Sars, the Somme, and Vimy 
Ridge. He won new fame with 
the Canadian victory at Passchen- 
daele Ridge in October, 1917. Bel- 
gium made him a Grand Officer of 
the Order of the Crown, France be- 
stowed on him the Croix de Guerre 
with palms, and King George 
raised him to the honor of Knight 
Commander. 

When he returned to Canada he 
became Inspector-General, the high- 
est military office under the Gov 
ernment. He relinquished the posi- 


| tion after seven months to become 


principal and vice-chancellor of Mc- 
Gill University at Montreal.

“When the pound or franc rises 
or falls in terms of the dollar,” he 
said, “I never think of the franc as 
an ‘Indian rubber franc,’ nor do I 
think of the pound as an ‘India 
rubber pound.’ 

“Likewise I do not think of the 
dollar, and no one has any reason 
to think of the dollar as an ‘India 
robber dollar,’ and just as I have 
no fear of uncontrolled inflation in 
Great Britain, I also have no fear 
of uncontrolled inflation in the 
United States.” 

Speaking of the previous deval- 
uation of the franc and the pound, 
Bingham continued: 

“Recently the dollar has been de- 
valuated to about the extent the 
pound was devaluated, for the same 
reasons and for the same purposes 
and to practically the same extent 
and we hope and believe to the ben- 
efit of the United States. 

“Having seen the results of this 
policy initiated by France, pursued 
by Britain and now current in the 
United States, we need not be dis- 
turbed by the fulminations of that 
school of prophets who still pre 
dict disaster in the face of experi- 
ence and incontrovertible facts.” 

“About two years ago, the Brit- 
ish Government set up an equaliza- 
tion fund now said to be in excess 
of £300,000,000 (about $1,450,000,000 
gold). 

“The purpose of this equalization 
fund was to buy and sell gold, 
francs, dollars and pounds as might 
seem beneficial to British finance 
and indusfry. 

“There was no hostility toward 
any other nation on the part of the 
British Government in establishing 
this equalization fund. 

“It was a wise measure, and the 
fund has been wisely and intelli- 
gently handled. 

“About a month ago, more than 
two years after the establishing of 
the British equalization fund, the 


established a similar fund, _ al- 
though not so large as the British 
fund. : 

“It. was established in-the United 
States for the same general purpose 
as the British fund and is being 
operated in the same wise and in- 
telligent way. 

“T hope the operation of this sim- 
ilar equalization fund by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States will 
prove as beneficial to the United 
States as the operation for more 
than two years of a larger fund 
by the British Government has 
proved beneficial to Great Britain.” 

After outlining the upturn _ of 
American industry in recent months 
he said: “In my judgment there 
will be sadness ahead for those who 
sell the United States short.”

Variety Prized for Marmalade, 
Jelly and 
‘Jam. 


The first of the California navel 
oranges are in this week, with 
promises of large shipments in the 
near future. 

» Many women prefer navel oranges 
for marmalade. As we have sev- 
eral requests for marmalade and 
orange jelly recipes, we give today 
a combination recipe from which 
both orange jelly and marmalade 
may be made in the same batch. 
Slice two unpeeled oranges and 
one unpeeled lemon very thin. Mea- 
sure sliced fruits and for each cup 
of mixed fruits allow four cups of 
water. Bring to boil. Boil half an 
hour. To make larger amounts, 
increase all ingredients in propor- 
tion. 

For jelly: Strain off four cups of 
clear juice after above process. 
Bring this juice to boil. Add three- 
fourths cup sugar for each cup 
juice. Boil hard until it gives the 
jelly test of thick sheet-like drops 
from the side of tne spoon. Pour 
into sterilized glasses. Cover with 
paraffin when cold. 

For marmalade: Take remain- 
ing fruit and liquid, add three- 
fourths cup sugar for each cup and 
proceed as when making jelly. This 
makes a delicious, thick marmalade. 
Orange jam: Boil two cups orange 
juice and pulp, juice and pulp of 
one lemon and a cup and a half of 
sugar about 10 minutes until clear 
and syrupy. 

: Use Fruit Peels Also. 

Don’t throw away the orange and 
lemon peels for they are delicious 
when candied. 

Peel from three oranges or four 
lemons. 

One-half cup sugar. 

One-half cup water. 

Choose clean-skinned fruit. Re-' 
move peel in quarters. -Cover with | 
water to which one teaspoon salt 
has been added. Boil 30 minutes. 
Drain. Cover with fresh water and 
boil until peel is tender, about one- 
half hour longer. (Lemon peel may 
need longer boiling). Drain. Bring 
sugar and water to boil. Add peel. 
Boil gently until syrup is nearly 
absorbed. Drain. Roll in sugar. 
Cut with scissors into strips. 

For cooking use: Cut strips in 
small pieces and use to flavor cakes, 
pies, pudding, breads and so on. 
Or use the uncut strips to decorate 
cakes, cookies, pies and candies.

Petition. for .Writ of Habeas 
~ Corpus for Woman Doctor 
Is Withdrawn. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 1—Earle Wyne- 
koop failed today in-a strenuous 
court fight, made by his attorneys; 
to win freedom on bail on a charge 
of being an accessory to the oper- 
ating table murder of his wife, 
Rheta Gardner Wynekoop. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Charles 
S. Dougherty won further time in 
two courts to continue his investi- 
gation into the slaying of the 23- 
year-old wife, whose death is 
charged to Dr. Alice Lindsay Wyne- 
koop. 

At the same time Dr. Wynekoop, 
62-year-old mother-in-law of the 
victim, was reported improved in 
condition, though still bedfast in 
the county jail infirmary, where 
she is held under a grand jury in- 
dictment. 

A petition for a writ of habeas 
corpus in her behalf wast with- 
drawn, in view of the indictment, 
as a routine matter before Judge 
David, who denied admission of 
Earle to bail pending a further bail 
hearing Dec. 11. : 

The murder accessory case 
against Earle, the 28-year-old son 
of the accused. doctor, was con- 
tinued to Dec. 12 by Judge Schiller 
in Felony Court. 

Coroner’s investigators found in 
a notebook in Earle’s room at the 
West Monroe street home of the 
Wynekoops. Also discovered in the 
home, according to Chief Deputy 
Coroner Stephen Kolanowski, was 
a brief dairy written by Rheta dur- 
ing the few days before her mar- 
riage to Earle on Aug. 31, 1929. 

The notebook was titled “The 
Stanavo Pilot’s Handbook of 1931,” 
but apparently had been used by 
Earle, who was a flyer, to keep tab 
on the various girls of his acquain- 
tance, investigators said. He had 
arranged a numbered code by 
which he kept books on the various 
girls’ qualifications. Beside each 
girl’s name was one or more num- 
bers. The code key, found in the 
front of the book, showed the first 
six of the 10 numbers to mean: 
1—cashier, 2—blond, 3—brunette, 
4—pretty, 5—fair, 6—wealthy. 
Warden David Moneypenny as- 
signed three jail attaches to watch 
over Dr. Wynekoop to guard 
against what he interpreted as a 
suicide threat contained in her 
statement: “You know this won't 
bother me very long.”

Circuit Judge Calhoun has mod- 
ified an order he recently made in 
connection with the proposed sale 
of an apartment building at 625 
South Skinker boulevard to the 
Pevely Realty & Investment Co. 
The original order directed a 
bondholders’ protective committee 
to furnish Harry E. Sprague, re- 
ceiver of the building, with a list 
of bondholders so that their wishes 
in regard to the Pevely Co. offer 
could be obtained. The modified 
order provides that the sale, if any, 
is to be at foreclosure, to be held 
at public auction. .The Court said 
the offer of the Pevely Co. to pay 
$275,000, would be welcomed with 
other bids. Bonds totaling $670,- 
000 are outstanding against the 
property.

It was fourth down and a foot to go on a slippery gridiron. For 
three long periods the Billikens of St. Louis University had pounded 
and battered at the stalwart line of the Washington University Bears, 
only to be thrown back on the very threshold of victory. 
Arenz, captain and chief line-smasher of the Blue and White, had 
just catapulted his 205 pounds of beef and brawn against the fight- 
ing Maroon-clad mass and had failed by a foot to gain the scant 
yard that St. Louis needed for the touchdown. 


The Billikens moved out of their 
huddle and quickly took their 
places on the line. A mud-bespat- 
tered lineman arose from his 
crouching * position, took off his 
helmet and threw it on the ground, 
berating the necessity of checking 
the signals. 

But it was all part of the play 
and, as the weary Bears, relaxing 
their vigilahce for a split second, 
glanced to see what it was all 
about, little Cyrus “Stumpy” 
Thompson, the Billiken quarter- 
back, took the ball from center and 
slithered over the goal line for a 
touchdown. 


And that is how the St. Louis W 


University football team, fighting 
with its fiercest fury of the season, 
won the championship of the State 


noon, defeating the Washington 
University Bears, 6 to 0. 
Victory Well Earned. 
St. Louis deserved its. victory. 


The Billikens out-rushed and out-/|F 


passed the Bears, making 10 first 
downs to Washington’s three. But 
despite all the ground-gaining: ad- 
vantage of the Billikens, despite 
all their greater man-power and 
their marked superiority in the 
ball-carrying department, they need- 
ed a nod from the gods of football 
fate to gain a decision over Jimmy 
Conzelman’s courageous band of 
warriors. 

But had the “breaks” gone the 
other way, had Washington  tri- 
umphed, it would have been an up- 
set, a reversal of form, and if the 


over the Red and Green campus 
today, non-partisan observers 
would agree that the better team 
had lost. 

Penalties, prescribed by the rules,

Hurley picked up seven 
yards on two plays and then the 
officials decided that a Bear was 
being unnecessarily rough and a 
penalty of 15 yards, added to, Hur- 
ley’s gain, put the ball og the 
Bears’ 46-yard line, the Biflikens’ 
first advance into Washington ter- 
ritory.

When play was resumed, Kane 
was given the deserved chance to 


carry the ball for the touchdown, 
and the spectators thought he had 
wriggled over, but Kane had fum- 
bled and Frederickson had fallen 
on the bali. 

Hobbs punted immediately from 
the end zone and a penalty against 
the Billikens for holding helped the 
Bears to stop another attack after 
Hurley’s run-back to the 18yard 
mark, 

But the fierce pounding of the 
Billikens during that period, as the 
Bears fought deep in their own ter- 
ritory against bad breaks and hard- 
hitting backs, took something out 
of Conzelman’s warriors and while 
they fought a stubborn defensive 
battle thrcugh the rest of the game, 
they were through as far as their 
attack was concerned. And during 
the second half there was no 
question as to which was the bet- 
ter team. 


It was largely a matter of man- 
power. Late in the game Capt. 
Arenz was taken out, but as he 
planted his 205 pounds on the bench 
a fresh substitute, Manuel Rapp, 
also 206 pounds and virtually as stal- 
wart a ball carrier, took his place. 

The Bears, on the other hand. 
had no 205-pound Arenz to start 
with, and when Conzelman made 
substitutions he had to send in his 
150-pound Hunkins and his 165- 
pound Tutinsky.

Mirror-Writing 
HEN the famous Italian ar- 
W tist; Leonardo da Vinci, died 
in 1519, his friends were 
eager to see the notes he had kept 
so religiously. 

However, when they came upon 
his notebooks, they found them- 
selves unable to dacipher his writ- 
ing. It appeared as if he had used 
a type of shorthand, the key to 
which was unknown. 

Later, however, it was discovered 
that da Vinci wrote backward using 
what is more properly called mir- 
ror-writing. 

This writing is difficult to deci- 
pher, but may be read with facility 
when reflected in a mirror. 

Mirror-writing is not uncommon. 

Most trué mirror-writing is done 
with the left hand, either because 
there is a natural left-handedness 
or because of some disability of the 
right hand. 

Mirror-writing may in some cases 
be due to paralysis of the right side 
of the body and opposite side of the 
face. 

It may also be observed in vari- 
ous nervous disorders of the motor 
system, as well as in hysteria. It is 
more frequently seen in women 
than in men, and in highly nervous 
persons. 

The relation of mirror-writing to 
the functions of the visual system 
is intimate. 

We know that objects in the out- 
side world are projected upon the 
retina of the eye upside down. The 
inverted images are carried, so to 
say, to the brain and there are rein- 
verted into their correct position. 

Very young children are prone to 
draw pictures upside down, and are 
able to recognize pictures shown 
them as readily in one position as 
in the inverted one. 

These considerations suggest that 
in mirror-writing there is not only 
a possible defeet in the motor sys- 
tem, used in writing, but that there 
is a defective assembling of the

of writing.

(This is the eighth of a series of 
daily articles by Horatio F. Stoll, 
noted wine authority, on how to 
judge, choose, keep and serve 
wines.) 


SERVING the right wine with 
with the various foods is much 
more than a fastidious ceremony 
for the gracious host, It has been 
learned through the ages by many 
generations of wine drinkers that 
certain wines complement certain 
foods and aid in the digestion of 
them. Choosing the proper wine 
not only increases the enjoyment 
of the wine, but likewise of the 
food. 

In the grand party dinner of sev- 
eral courses, each food ig accom- 
panied by a different wine, But in 
the average home, it is seldom that 
more than one type of wine is 
served. The wine should be chosen 
to accompany the main “food. 

For a modest dinner party, the 
host may serve sherry before tha 
meal as an appetizer, a dry wine 
during the meal, and finally a sweet 
wine as a liqueur either with the 
dessert or afterward. Never serve 
a sweet wine during the dinner, un- 
less it be sherry. 

The dry wine served with the 
meal is the one that calls for the 
exercise of good judgment on the 
part of the host or hostess in its 
selection. There is one general rule 
that anyone can follow easily. Sim- 
ply serve red wines with red meats 
and white wines with white meats. 

For example, if you are going to 
have steak or roast for the entree, 
a claret, burgundy, zinfandel or 
chianti is just the thing. The red 
means, of course, are roast lamb, 
roast beef, steaks and chops. Also 
serve red wine with pork, either a 
roast or chops. 

With a chicken dinner or white 
fish dinner, nothing is more enjoy- 
able than a white wine of a Ries- 


ling or dry Sauterne type. Never 
red wines with fish or oysters. 

If the main dish is game, such as 
wild duck, or even domestic duck, 
serve a red gine, preferably Bur- 
gundy. Turkey presents a problem 
because there you are serving both 
dark and light meat. Either red 
or white wine may be served. 

With a vegetarian dinner, serve 
white wine. 

If soup is the main course, as is 
often the case in many homes, serve 
sherry. 

With 
wines. ‘ 

With cheese dishes, such as souf- 
fle, either red or white wines may 
be served. 

With pastes such as spaghetti, 
ravioli, tamales, and macaroni 
dishes serve red wine. 

With baked ham serve red wine, 
although ham is often ‘embellished 
with a white wine sauce, ; 

Champagne is usually served with 
the dessert, while Sparkling Bur- 
gundy may be served in the place 
of still Burgundy. However, the 
real duty of Champagne is to be 
the drink for toasts. 

Now suppose that you were plan- 
ning a formal party which is to be 
an event with several courses and 
you want the right wine to accom- 
pany each course. The wine card 
should be as follows: 

As an appetizer serve a dry Sher- 
ry with hors d’oeuvres, about twen- 
ty minutes before the dinner. It 
has the quality of exciting the ap- 
petite or stimulating vivacity quick- 
ly. 

With oysters serve Chablis.
